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OUR HALF ACRE 


By H. J. Umbrite 
Barley For Weed Control) 

Olli barley has proven to be 
an effective crop for the con- 
trolling of wild oats. Because 
this barley is early maturing, 
secding can be delayed until the 
middle of June. Land that is to 
be seeded to Olli barley should 
be worked the firet thing in the 
spring. Wild oate will germinate 
better when the land is cultivat- 
ed and often two crops can be 
destroyed before the barley is 
secded. Seeding should be at 
the rate of two bushels per acre 
and fertilized. Heavy seeding is 
necessary because when barley 
ie seeded thie late it doce not 
stool very much. The crop 
should be harvested when it ie 
on the green side to prevent 
any wild oate that have grown, 
from shattering. Fall cultivation 
has proven to be very effective 
in the hastening of the germina- 
tion of wild oats and should be 
commenced immediately after 
the crop of barley has been re 
moved. 

Olli barley sceded early or 
the middle of June has proven 
to be an effective control for 
wild mustard. Seeding should 
be at a heavy rate and fertilizer 
should be used.
